2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As to claim 1 and 1 1 , 
the prior art of record does not disclose that "the liquid spraying control data is adjusted based on 
carrying- speed change information and environment data in order to reduce color mis- 
registratioa in printed image data so that a timing of ink ejection for each of a plurality of 
different color ink emitters is altered for each of the different ink emitters". Estelle, as discussed 
in the prior action, is an ON-OFF transition control system, and it would not have been obvious 
to include storage means with controlling means as claimed. 

3. Similarly, as to claims 6 and 17, the prior art of record does not disclose that "the liquid 
spraying control data is adjusted based on carrying- speed change information and environment 
data in order to reduce color mis-registratioa in printed image data so that a timing of ink 
ejection for each of a plurality of different color ink emitters is altered for each of the different 
ink emitters". Estelle, as discussed in the prior action, is an ON-OFF transition control system, 
and it would not have been obvious to include storage means with controlling means as claimed.
